Total number of deaths, 72, including enteric 
fever 5, whooping cough 1, and 9 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diph- 
theria 3, measles 7, scarlet fever 2, enteric fever 6, smallpox 22. 

Month of February, 1909. Total number of deaths, 48, including 
enteric fever 1, and 4 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 3, 
measles 3, whooping cough 1, scarlet fever 2, enteric fever 3, and 
smallpox 7. 

Colorado. — Semiannual report for the period ended December 31, 
1908. Estimated population, 640,861. Total number of deaths, 
5,222, including diphtheria 86, scarlet fever 36, and 256 from enteric 
fever. Cases: Diphtheria 595, scarlet fever 576, smallpox 52, and 
enteric fever 2,226. 

Connecticut — Bridgeport. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated 
population, 100,000. Total number of deaths, 117, including diph- 
theria 2, and 17 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 14, enteric 
fever 2, scarlet fever 22, measles 54, whooping cough 1, and pul- 
monary tuberculosis 11. 

Illinois — Springfield. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated pop- 
ulation, 68,970. Total number of deaths, 56, including enteric fever 
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1, measles 1, whooping cough 1, and 7 from pulmonary tuberculosis. 
Cases : Diphtheria 3 and scarlet fever 4. 

Indiana. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 
2,648,594. Total number of deaths, 2,744, including tuberculosis, 
352, enteric fever 36, diphtheria 36, scarlet fever 9, measles 5, and 
20 from whooping cough. Cases: Smallpox, 148 cases in 24 counties; 
enteric fever, 194 cases in 39 counties; diphtheria, 170 cases in 45 
counties. 

Iowa. — Eeports to the state board of health for the quarter ended 
December 31, 1908. Estimated population, 2,500,000. Total num- 
ber of deaths, 4,923, including diphtheria 87, enteric fever 83, measles 
3, scarlet fever 4, whooping cojigh 23, smallpox 1, and 324 from tuber- 
culosis. 

Kentucky — LomswZZe.-^Month of February, 1909. Estimated 
population, 206,416. Total number of deaths 293, including enteric 
fever 2, whooping cough 1, scarlet fever 2, diphtheria 2, and 35 from 
tuberculosis. 

Massachusetts.— Reports from the state board of health for the 
month of February, 1909. Fifty-three cities and towns reporting, 
having an aggregate estimated population of 2,367,620, report 3,066 
deaths, including diphtheria 80, enteric fever 20, measles 7, and 351 
from phthisis pulmonalis. Cases: Diphtheria 593, enteric fever 73, 
measles 1,746, scarlet fever 664, whooping cough 361, smallpox 2, 
and phthisis pulmonalis 515. 

Minnesota. — Month of December, 1908. Estimated population, 
1,979,658. Reports to the state board of health show as follows: 
Total number of deaths, 1,533, including diphtheria 62, enteric fever 
31, scarlet fever, 11, whooping cough 2, smallpox 3, and 158 from 
tuberculosis. Deaths reported from state institutions during the 
month numbered 42, including enteric fever 1, diphtheria 1, and 14 
from tuberculosis. 

St. Paul. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated population, 
230,000. Total number of deaths reported to the department of 
health, 186, including diphtheria 9, enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 6, 
and 18 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 113, scarlet fever 107, 
measles 3, and smallpox 37. 

WinoTia. — ^Month of February, 1909. Estimated population, 
22,000. Total number of deaths, 17, including 2 from tuberculosis. 
Cases: Scarlet fever 1, smallpox 3, enteric fever 1, and measles 1. 

Nebraska — Lincoln. — ^Month of February, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 60,000. Total number of deaths, 43, including 2 from tuber- 
culosis. Cases: Diphtheria 3, scarlet fever 6, measles 10, and small- 
pox 8. 
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New York — Troy. — ^Month of February, 1909. Estimated popula- 
tion, 77,650. Total number of deaths, 116, including diphtheria 1, 
enteric fever 1, and 15 from tuberculosis. Cases: Enteric fever 3, 
diphtheria 5, scarlet fever 6, whooping cough 17, measles 2, and tuber- 
culosis 58. 

PeekskiU. — Months of January and February, 1909. Estimated 
population, 14,336. Total number of deaths, 34, including 3 from 
tuberculosis. Cases: Scarlet fever 9, diphtheria 2, and tuberculosis 3. 

Ohio — Columbus. — Annual report for the year, 1908. Estimated 
population, 190,000. Total number of deaths, 2,487, corresponding 
to an annual death rate of 13.09 per 1,000 of population. Deaths 
from contagious diseases were: Enteric fever 170, measles 4, scarlet 
fever 1, whooping cough 14, diphtheria 12, and 328 from tuberculosis. 
Cases: Diphtheria 80, scarlet fever 260, whooping cough 144, 
measles 421, smallpox 48, enteric fever 1,565, and tuberculosis 420. 

Month of January, 1909. Total number of deaths, 196, including 
enteric fever 1, measles 1, whooping cough 1, diphtheria 1, and 17 
from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 11, scarlet fever 23, whooping 
cough 6, measles 80, smallpox 3, enteric fever 6, and tuberculosis 24. 

Month of February, 1909. Total number of deaths, 162, including 
scarlet fever 1, whooping cough 1, diphtheria 1, and 23 from tubercu- 
losis. Cases: Diphtheria 4, scarlet fever 11, whooping cough 9, 
measles 32, smallpox 11, enteric fever 9, and tuberculosis 33. 

Pennsylvania — Pittsburg. — Month of November, 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 565,000. Total number of deaths, 637, including 
diphtheria 10, scarlet fever 10, measles 1, whooping cough 2, enteric 
fever 9, and 48 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 94, scarlet 
fever 157, enteric fever 96, tuberculosis 110, whooping cough 17, and 
measles 124. Total deaths correspond to an annual death rate of 
13.54 per 1,000 of population. 

Texas — Fort Worth. — Month of January, 1909. Estimated popu- 
lation, 60,000. Total number of deaths, 74; causes of death not 
reported. Cases: Diphtheria 2, scarlet fever 7, measles 1. 

Month of February, 1909. Total number of deaths, 71 ; cause of 
death not reported. Cases: Smallpox 3, diphtheria 12, scarlet fever 
2, and tuberculosis 4. 

ViEGiNiA — Richmond. — ^Annual report for the year 1908. Esti- 
mated population, 114,084. Total number of deaths, 2,486, including 
enteric fever 57 (white 39, colored 18), measles 6, scarlet fever 1, 
whooping cough 33 (white 12, colored 21), diphtheria 4, and 223 
(white 105, colored 118) from tuberculosis. The total number of 
deaths corresponding to an annual death rate of 21.79 per 1,000 of 
population (white 17.48 per 1,000, colored 29.21 per 1,000). 
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Washington — Seattle. — Month of February, 1909. Estimated 
population, 276,562. Total number of deaths, 162, including scarlet 
fever 1, diphtheria 1, and 1 from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 
29, measles 43, enteric fever 9, scarlet fever 22, smallpox 3, tubercu- 
losis 12. 

Wisconsin — Milwaukee. — ^Month of February, 1909. Estimated 
population, 370,000. Total number of deaths 388, including enteric 
fever 6, scarlet fever 12, diphtheria 9, and 29 from tuberculosis. 
Cases: Smallpox 34, tuberculosis 56, diphtheria 62, scarlet fever 112, 
enteric fever 57, and measles 287.
